"Gentlemen of the Senate:—On 


the 18th of December last I address- 
ed an indentific note to the Govern- 
ments of the nations now at war, re- 
questing them to state more definite- 
ly than had yet been stated by 
either 
group of belligerents,

I spoke on 
behalf of humanity and of the rights 
of all neutral nations like our own, 
many of whose most vital interests 
the war puts in constant jeopardy. 


"The Central Powers united in a

"The Entente Powers have replied 


much more definitely and have stated 
in general terms, indeed, but with

tions of a satisfactory settlement.

Dr. A. C. Guillaume publishes in 


La Nature a description of typical 
wounds received in battle^ and how 
they heal., This description is true 
except in minor details of all wounds 


There are three types of bullet 


wounds: 
1. Those caused by bull- 


sts flying straight and at high speed; 
2. Those caused by low-speed bul- 
lets, such as shapnel; and, 3. Those 
caused by fragments of shells and 
bullets that have ricocheted or brok- 
en. The first are clean and generally 
unifected—they 
heal quickly, 
"by 


first intention," if no deep-seated or- 
gan or bone has been hit, The sec- 
ond may behave like them or like 
the third class, according to th^eir 
gravity. The third class is the com- 
monest and most important. 


The cellular tissue is infiltrated 


with blood and debris of garments 
and dirt. The cavity in the muscles 
is filled with a mixture of smashed 
muscular tissue, clots, serum, shreds 
of fibrous tissue, such foreign sub- 
stances as may have been driven in 
by the ball and splinters of bone 
The muscular walls of the cavity al- 
so are infiltrated with blood.

a peace that will win the approval 
)f mankind; not merely a peace that 
will serve the several interests and 
mmediate aims of the nations en- 
aged. 
We shall have no voice in 


determining what those terma shall 
be, but we shall, I feel sure, have a 
oice in determining whether they 
shall be made lasting or not by the 
;uarantees of a universal covenant 
and our judgment upon what is fund- 
amental and essential as a condition 
precedent to permanency should be 
spoken now, not afterward, when it 
may be too late. 


Most Be a Just Peace 
:'No covenant,of co-operative peace 


that does not include the peoples of 
the New World can suffice to keep 
the future safe against war, and yet 
there is only one sort of peace that 
the peoples of America could join in 
;uaranteeing. 


"The elements of that peace must 


be elements that engage the confi- 
dence and satisfy the principles of 
;he American Government; elements 
consistent with their political faith 
and the practical convictions which 
;he peoples of America have once for 
all embraced and undertaken to de- 
fend. 
"I do not mean to say that any 


American Government whould throw 
any obstacles in the way of any 
terms of peace the Governments now 
at war might agree upon, or seek 
to upset them when made, whatever 
they might be. I only take it for 
granted that mere terms of peace be- 
tween the belligerents will not sat- 
isfy even the belligerents themselves. 
Mere agreements may not make peace 
secure. It will be absolutely neces- 
sary that a force be created as a guar 
antor of the permanency of the settle- 
ment so much greater than the force 
of any nation now engaged or any 
alliance hitherto formed or project- 
ed; that no nation ,no probable com- 
bination of nations 
could face 
or 


withstand it. If the peace presently 
to be made is to endure it must be a

upon which the whole future peace 
and policy of the world depends is 
this: 


"Is the present war a sfrxiggle for 


a just and secure peace or only for 
a new balance of power? 
If it be 


only a struggle for a new balance of 
power, who will guarantee, who can 
guarantee, the stable equilibrium of 
the new arrangement? 
Only a tran- 


quil Europe can be a stable Europe. 
There must be not a balance of pow- 
er, but a community of power; not 
organized rivalries, but an organized 
common peace. 


'Fortunately, 
we have 
received 


very explicit assurances on this point. 
The statesmen of both of the groups 
of nations now arrayed against one 
another have 
said, in terms that 


could not be misinterpreted, that it 
was no part of the purpose they had 
in mind to crush their antagonists. 


Peace Without Victory 


'But the implications of these as- 


surances may not be equally clear to 


all_—may not be the same on both 
sides of the water. 
I think it will 


be serviceable if I attempt to set 
forth what we understand them to 
be. 


"They imply first of all that it 


must be a peace without victory. 


"It is not pleasant to say this. I 


beg that I may be permitted to put 
my own interpretation upon it and 
that it may be understood that no 
other 
interpretaiton 
was 
in 
my 


thought. 
I am seeking only to face 


realities and to face them without 
soft 
concealment. 
Victory would 


mean peace forced upon the loser, a 
victor's terms imposed upon the van- 
fjuishecl. 
It would be accepted in hu- 


than an equality of rights. Mankind 
is looking now for freedom of life; 
not for equipoises of power. 


Free Poland, as an Example 
And there is a deeper thing in- 


volved than even equality of right 
among organized nations. No peace 
can last, or ought to last, which does 
not'recognize and accept the princi- 
ple that Governments derive all their 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed, and that no right anywhere 
exists to hand peoples about frpm 
sovereignty to sovereignty as if they 
were property. I take it for granted 
for instance, if I may venture upon a 
single example, that statesmen every- 
where are agreed that there should 
be a united, independent and auton- 
omous Poland and that henceforth 
invioeable security of life, of worship 
and of'industrial and social develop- 
ment should be guaranteed to all 
peoples who have lived hitherto un- 
der the power of Governemnts devot- 
ed to a faith and purpose hostile to 
their own. 


"I speak this, not because of any 


desire to exalt an abstract political 
principle which has always been held 
very dear by those who have sought 
to build up liberty in America, but 
for the same reason that I have spok- 
en of the other conditions of peace 
which seem to me clearly indispensi- 
bie—because I wish frankly to un- 
cover realities. 
Any peace which 


does not recognize and accept this 
principle will inevitably be upset. It 
will not rest upon the affections or 
the conviction of mankind. 
The 


ferment of spirit of whole popla- 
tions will fight subtly and constantly 
against it andN all the world will sym- 
pathize. The world can be at peace 
only if its life is stable and there 
can be no stability where the will is 
in rebellion, where there is not tran- 
quileity of spirit and a sense of jus- 
tice, of freedom and of right. 


'So, as practicable, morever, every 


great people now struggling toward 
a full development of its resources 
and of its powers should be assured 
a direct outlet to the great highway 
of the sea. Where this cannot be 
done by the cession of territory, it 
can no doubt be done by the neutra- 
lization of direct right of way under 
the general guarantee which will as- 
ure the peace itself.

need be shut away from free access 
o the paths of the world's commerce 


Freedom of the Sea 


"And the paths of the sea must 


alike in law and in fact be free. The 
freedom of the seas is the sine qua 
ion of peace, equality and co-opera- 
tion. 
Ko doubt a somewhat radical 


^consideration of many of the rules 
of international 
practice 
hrflFerto 


sought to be established may be nec- 
essary in order to make the seas 
ndeed free and common in practica- 
ly all circumstances for the use o\ 
mankind, but the motive for such 
changes is convincing and compell- 
ing. There can be no trust nor in- 
:imacy between the peoples of the 
world without them. The free, con- 
stant, unthreatened intercourse of 
nations is an essential part of the 
process of peace and of development 
It need not be difficult to define or to 
secure the freedom of the seas if 
the Governments of the world sincere 
ly desire to come to an agreemen 
concerning it. 


"It is a problem closely connected 


with the limitation of naval arma 
ments and the co-operation of the 
navies of the world in keeping the 
seas at once free and safe. And the

of limiting naval arma
